Sec. 86. The militia of the ‘abaternt Indiana q

Sec. 87. All laws heretofore in force in this 
state relative to the militia thereof, are hereby re- 


pealed: Provided however, that nothing herem - 
contained shall be so construed as to prevent the i 


recovery of any fines, which may have been in- 


curred under any former act; but all finesincur- 


red and money that may be due, under any form- 


er act, shall be recovered in the same manneras 


if this act had not been passed. 
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
